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Continuation of 11. does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant arguments have been considered but 
are not persuasive. Applicant argues that the combination of Markwald and Hanson et al. fails to teach a seat base cofigured for forward 
and rear sliding movement in a single plane. Examiner respectfully disagree for at least two reasons. First, the combination teaches a 
sliding mechanism that meets this claimed recitation. Markwald teaches a sliding mechanism sliding in a single plane when the seat tray 
moves slightly fore and aft prior to reaching the fully extended position. Second, this recitation is functional language that is insufficient to 
patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. The combination teaches a sliding mechanism capable of forward and 
rearward movement that may be configured to be in a single plane. In addition. Applicant argues that the combination of Markwald and 
Hanson et al. fails to teach a pivot point positioned to be at the anatomical knee pivot point of the user. Both references of the combination 
teach seating systems for children that each includes a seat back capable of being positioned at the anatomical hip pivot point of the user 
contingent upon the size and shape of the user. Thus, the combination teaches the functional language toward the positioning of the seat 
back pivot point. Overall, both claim recitations are exceedingly broad as the specification of the instant application provides no direction to 
interpret what orientations correspond to "a single plane" or "the anatomical hip pivot point of the user" wherein the combination meets all 
the limitations of independent claim 20. 
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
